—To What Good End? 

R esponding to vitriolic aunasifl of t* 

government's apparent failure to be able to pro¬ 
duce • balanced budget for the centals year. Prime 
Minister Trudeau told the delegatee to the Canadian 
Chamber of Commerce he was searching tor further 
cuts in government expenditure 

Cuts already made have been inadequate to meet 
Increased demands in other directions, and the prime 
minister no doubt felt in duty bound to the national 
body of businessmen to show that he still placed the 
ultimate of his economic aims, the babneed button 
If. however. Mr. Trudeau is la say way doubtful 
where economies can be effected, their are few 
businessmen in Canads who will not be able to give 
him advice. 

Apart from the Canadian Broadcast!^ Corpora¬ 
tion, which by North American standards should be a 
profit-making organization, but la heavily dependent 
on gov ern m e nt subsidy (about $130,000,000 In the 
current year) there are government departments 
which are causing grievous concern among buMness 
people. 

One of these is the Dominion Bureau of Statistics. 
The de m and s of this organtaadon have g row n in 
recent yean out of all propor ti o n . Forms that once 
were esdy filled from company stat toUca In a few 
m i n ut es, are now ao broken down and I n v ol v e d that 
they take days of rese ar ch. 

One moderate-sized firm In Victoria lays It 
requires two persons continually employed to meet the 
mandatory demands of DBS. Thto is cauwd partly by 
the fact that DBS wants figures which the company 
itself d ee m s of so Ittle I m por ta nce as to be not worth 
detailed recording. 

Another Victoria firm which to also under deep 
DBS ha ras sme n t says it has no c o mpe t en t help to 
provide the details sought, and that in tne end may be 
farced to guestimate figures to satisfy Ottawa. 

As DBS has very little hope of being able to check 
the myriad figures that flow into it annually, the 
probabdlty la that the statistics prepared by that body 
are extremely inacc u r a te or outdated by the time they 
appear. 

Mr. Trudeau should look into this. He find 
cut Just how much of the information collected by 
DBS is of any practical value either to the country, to 
paiitks, to business or the individual. 

It might well be found that at least 50 per cent of 
the statistics sought, and on which millions of dollars 
may have been spent across the co u nt ry in the 
compilation, might as well be tossed into the garbage 
can. 

The DBS is per ha ps not the only empire-building 
department at Ottawa, but It is perhaps a good one on 
which Mr. Trudeau might make a start. 

Trustees’ Censure 

’THE ALMOST UNANIMOUS vote of censure of the 
A g overnment by British Columbia school trustees 
for its continued freeze on construction of school 
gymnasiums and activity rooms should be w a r n ing 
enough to Premier W. A_ C Bennett and his cabinet 
that this Is an area of political vulnerability. 

The announcement by Education Minister Donald 
Brothers of a relaxation of the restriction of school 
tw i flrttai g wifi be widely welcomed, for whatever It may 
mean in practice. Mr. Bro th e rs said the go vernm ent 
will a gai n approve construction of complete schools — 
I ncl u din g laboratories, libraries and office space — 
which is an impr ov ement over the c aB enfiil - clamocm - 
onty rule. But cost ceffings of $16,000 for elementary 
classrooms and $22500 for secondary rooms remain in 
effect, and Mr. Brothers said the go v ernment wQl 
share only in “e m e n UaT work. 

In ruling out gymnasiums and activity rooms, 
the minister made the point that the price of one 
gymnasium would provide several badly n eed ed 
classrooms. True. But this Is not to deny the 
importance of the gymnasium or activity room, 
without which the “total” schools to receive f a v o rable 
coorideration can by no means be called complete. 
While some schools have such facilities and in other 
places thare Is no prospect of them, equafity ht British 
Columbia's education system is a forgotten ideal. 

The tax pa ye rs of British Columbia, whe t her they 
think of their contributions to municipal revenues or 
to the pro v inc ia l treasury, will appreciate the 
government's desire to get the most value out of every 
school dollar. And the education minister, relatively 
new at this Job, asks to be Judged on actions in coming 
months. To this he b entitled. 

But the discontent over the brake on school 
construction, applied according to the government's 
Interpretation of “essential” in each case, b not 
confined to the school boards. It is to be hoped that 
Mr. Brothers and Premier Bennett will see in the 
trustees’ perhaps unprecedented action a sign of 
general public concern. 

The province cannot wait forever for interest 
rates to decline and the cost of construction to ease. 
Nor is a deceleration of the fast growth Of population 
In sight 

Pressure for Action 

AN APPARENTLY RELUCTANT government In 
1 L Ottawa has finally been persuaded to take action 
In the tragic circumstances of the Nigerian war. 

It had to be pushed. Conaervative Opposition 
Leader Robert Stanfield on Monday called for the 
urgent study of the situation by tbs external affairs 
committee when he introduced an emergency 
resolution. 

Hb motion carried unanimously. 

The government immediately moved to send 
external affairs department estimates before the 
committee, by which procedure the Biafran issue b 
opened for full investigation. The House gave 
unanimous consent. And the committee went into 
session Tuesday. 

But there Conservative members who proposed a 
crash program aimed at producing a plan for 
Canadian assistance to Biafra bv the end of the week 
ran into liberal interruptions. The Liberals’ motives 
were obscure, since the House vote seem ed to have 
removed partisan attitudes. 

However, the committee is moving. There will be 
a long list of witnesses, it b indicated, including the 
two me mb er s of Parliament who undertook their own 
investigation in Biafra—Mr. Andrew Brewin. NDP. 
and the Rev. David MacDonald. Conservative—and 
flatly contradicted earlier appraisals of the situation 
by an international team. 

Perhaps, now, Canada will get an aid effort off 
the ground.

Tugboat Firm 


OTTAWA (CP) — The Supreme Court oT 
Canada has found Vancouver Tug Boat Co. respon¬ 
sible for the capsizing of one of its barges while it 
was bring loaded with wood chips at the Tahsis Co. 
plant 

In a three-to-two decision, the high court over¬ 
ruled a judgment of the BLC. Court of Appeal and 
re-established the decision of the trial judge which 
found the tugboat company at fault in the 1962 
mishap. 


At the time, the company was supplying docks 
and barges to transport wood chips from the Tahsis 
plant to the SL Regis paper mill, Tacoma. 

The B.C. appeal court accepted the tugboat 
company’s argument that Tahsis employees caused 
the barge to capsize through their negligence in 
lending it.

Court Blames 
Tugboa t Firm 

OTTAWA (CP) — The Supreme Court of 
Canada has found Vancouver Tug Boat Co. respon¬ 
sible foe the capsizing of one of its barges while it 
was being loaded with wood chips at the Tahris Co. 
plant. 

In a three-to-two decision, the high court over¬ 
ruled a judgment of the RC Court of Appeal and 
re-established the decision of the trial judge which 
found the tugboat company at fault in the 1962 
mishap. 

t * * 1 

At the time, the company was supplying docks 
and barges to transport wood chips from the Tahsis 
plant to the St. Regis paper min, Tacoma. 

The B.C. appeal court accepted the tugboat 
company's argument that Tahsis employees caused 
the barge to capsize through their negligence in 
loading it. 


But Mr. Justice Louis-Philippe Pigeon, writing 
the majority reasons for the Supreme Court, said it 
had been dearly established that the tugboat com- 
panv put the barge in service without ascertaining 
its stability characteristics. 

"The result of so trying to establish the charac¬ 
teristics of the barge while knifing was that It 
capsized.”
